tie and diſozder : And therefoꝛe to the end tuery man may take notite of His Maieſties expꝛeſſe 
plealure and tommandement, and pꝛouide hunſelfe acco2dingly foꝛ the due obleruante of Lent, 
as may beſtſute with the Politie of State, and the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, Hath 
tommanded that theſe Oꝛders following be now publiſhed to be obſerned, and put in due exetu⸗ 
tion in the time of this next Lent. 


J Irſt, whereas it appeareth, that the chicfeſtcauſe of all abuſe and diloꝛder hath 
Frowne from the Licences, that haue bent granted to Butchers to kill and vt⸗ 
ter Fleſhcontrary to Law; And that it is plaine, that no Maioꝛz, Juſtice of 
Peace, oz other perſon, of what degree oꝛ qualitie ſocuer, can grant any Licence 
this kinde And that wee of his Maleſties Prime Councell doe foꝛbeare to 
grant any ſuch Litente, oꝛ to giue way thereunto: It is therefoꝛe oꝛdered vpon 
the Penalties pꝛouided by Law, and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the offenders, 
as ſhall be thought meete,thatno ſuch Licence be granted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vtteringof fleſh, and 
that no Butcher, o2 other perſon whatſoeuer, doe kill, vtter 02 put toſale anyfleſh contraryto 
the Lawes cſtabliſhed and pꝛouided in that behalfe. 


Nd fo: the auoyding ok uch inconuenientes, as haue riſen by dilozdersinthis kinde : The 

Lo:zdMaio:of London, and euery other Officer and Juſtice of Peace, ſhallcallbefoze 

them, and ſendfo2anyof the Seruantsofany Inholders, Uictualers, Cookes, Tauer⸗ 
noꝛs, and keepers of oꝛdinary Tables, andſuch others that vtter Uictuals, to examine them 
vpon their coꝛpoꝛall Pathes,what fleſhis, oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſeaſon, dreſled kuled, 
vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houles which ik they ſhall refuſc to doe then to commit to Pꝛilon the 
ſaid Seruants ſo refuſing vpon their Oathes to declare the trueth. 


Hat the Loꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall now pzeſently befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof tauſe all 
Inholders, Keepers of oꝛdinary Tables,Uictualers,Nlehouſe-keepers,and Tauernozs, 
within the Citie and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoze him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as hee ſhall 
appoint meet foꝛ that purpoſe , and ſhall take Bonds with ſufficient Sureties ok euerp of them 
in good ſummes of money, vn. one hundꝛeth pounds the Pꝛintipall, and the Sureties thirtie 
pounds apiete to his Maieſties vſe. not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes this Lent time, ſoꝛ any 
reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten: The like Bonds with Sureties ſhalbe taken ofthe like perſons, 
vpon like Penalties by the chiefe Officers of Weſtminſter, andthe Liberties thereof, and enery 


of the ſaid Bonds to becertified into His Maieſties Exchequer. 


\ Nd foz the Butchers and others that come with Uictuals of fleſh out of the Countrey to 
the Citic,the Loꝛd Maioz ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates, and other like 
places in the Suburbs, where fleſh may be bꝛought in, to view and ſearch, and to intercept 

the lame: and if any ofthoſe Watchmen be found negligent and toꝛrupt in his charge, then hee to 


be committed to Pꝛilon during the whole Lent. 


Nd to the end the Fiſhermen may unploy themſclues to Sta, with better incouragement 
then heretokoze ; And that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from 
time to time hereafter as ſhalbe expedient aſwell fo: the pꝛouiſion of the Citie, as foꝛ ſelling 
the lame at reaſonable rates: They are hereby required to take notice of his Maieſties com- 
mandement, and conſtant reſolution foꝛ the obſeruance of Lent, and Fiſh dapes both now and 


hereafter,asby Law is required. 


Md foꝛalmuch as the vſe and libertie now taken, is lo farre declined from the abſtinence, 

and moderation ot foꝛmer times, as inſtead of faſting , and foꝛbearing Suppers on Fri⸗ 

dayes both in Lent, and other times, which heretofoze was duely obſerued ; there is now 
nothing moꝛe vſuall , then to make ſpetiall choiſe of Friday nights foꝛ Suppers and entertain- 
ment, and to marke out thoſe dayes foꝛ riot and exteſſe, to the great offence and ſcandall of Go- 
uernment: Foꝛ the auoyding whereot, as it is to be wiſhed that euery man would be a rule of oꝛ⸗ 
der to himſelfe in his owne houle aſwel in reſpect of the Publique as of his pꝛiuate caſe and tom 
moditie: Do his Mateſtie doeth ſtraitly charge and tommand all Inholders, Keepers of Oꝛdi⸗ 
nary Tables, Uictualers,Alehouſe keepers, and Tauernoꝛs, not to make any Supper foꝛ any 
perſon, oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer vpon Friday nights, either in Lent oꝛ out of Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer 
any Meat to be then dꝛeſſed, vttered, ſold, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, vpon ſuch puniſhment, as is 
due to thoſe that ſhall contemne his Maicſties Royall plcaſure andtommandenient. 


das theſe Oꝛders are expꝛeſſely deuiſed to be exetuted in the Citie of London, and plates 
neere to the lame: So his Maieſties pleaſure and Commandement is, That the execution 
oftheſe, oz like Oꝛders be perfoꝛmed by the tommandement of his Maieſties Juſtices ot 
Peate in all Shtres within their Rule, and to all other Offiters in Townes Cozpozate , oꝛ in 
any Liberties, with like oꝛder foꝛ the Bonds to be taken to his Maieſties vle, and certified into 
the Exchequer: And that no maner of toleration, fauour oz conninencie to be vſed by any Ju⸗ 
ſtice of Peate, oꝛ other Officer, contrary to the true meaning of thele Oꝛders, as both they 
ſhall pꝛeſume wittinglyſo to tolerate the offence, as allo the Party himlelfe offending, will an- 
were the lame at their vttermoſt perils. It being His Maieſties erpzeſſe pleaſure, that His 
Lawes in this caſe ſhall be hereafter ſenerelyerecuted vpon all offenders whatloeuer. 
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
